Not one single press release did we receive intimating that 
‘emergency legislation was in the offing, or that quick decline 
_ had suddenly become a crisis. 

We regularly receive many press releases — as do all other 
public information mediums — from the Farm Advisor's office, 
the Agricultural Commissioner's office, and from various agen- 
cies of state government. 

But concerning something as important as what we are now 
suddenly being told is a threat to the Central Valley citrus in- 
dustry — not a single press release. 

cept, we did print, as did other publications, a story from 
the office of the Tulare County Agricultural commissioner telling 
in essence what a great job was being done on quick decline in 
Tulare county through cooperation of public agencies and pri- 
vate interests. 

This story was released less than three months ago. Where 
was this emergency then? 

Six or seven years ago, when quick decline was first discov- 
ered in Tulare county, we editorialized, we talked, we went 
through political channels advocating a citrus nursery stock quar- 
antine line at the Tehachapi mountains to keep soathaen Califor- 
nia stock out of the Central valley; quick decline was then ram- 
pant south of the Tehachapis. 

The "leaders" of the citrus industry, and representatives of 
our various public agencies pooh-poohed the idea. No quaran- 
tine was established. (Perhaps we should mention that persons 
of considerable political power and men of distinction in south- 
ern California had nursery stock for sale.) 

But what has intensified the Central California quick decline 
problem? One important factor — the continued importation 
of nursery stock that turns out to be infested. 

We do not protest the bill that has been presented in Sac- 
ramento to allow expansion of the Red Scale district into quick 
decline control work. We know nothing about this bill; neither 
do many other citrus growers. 

But we do protest methods used. 

We protest the lack of public information from the Red 
Scale district, the Farm Advisor's office, the Agricultural com- 
missioner's office. 

We protest the calling of a hearing on Senate Bill 549 in 
Sacramento on little more than one day's notice. 

We protest the political method of steamroller, scare tactics
